Employe Retirement Plan Wins 
Approval of Chaffey Trustees 


A retirement plan for non-cer- 
tificated employes of the Chaffey 
schools will go into effect Janu- 
ary 1, providing the workers 
themselves approve it. 

School trustees, in a_ special 
meeting, last night voted to bring 
school employes under the Cali- 
fornia state retirement plan. 

A retirement age of 65 is to be 
established, and employes will be 
fully credited for each year of 
prior service in reckoning bene- 
fits, board members have decided. 

Three groups of school workers, 
janitorial, clerical and mainten- 
ance employes, will ballot to ac- 
cept or reject the plan. 

Teachers, it was pointed out, 
are already covered by a separ- 
ate retirement system. 

Under the plan adopted last 
night, ‘workers will not be guar- 
anteed any specific sum upon re- 
tirement, and no death benefits 
will be paid. 

After extended discussion, board 
president Fred Dundas appointed 
members Lowell Bartlett and Mel- 
vin Dinger as a committee to in- 
vestigate in purchasing land for 
campus expansion. 

Mrs. Bernard G. Klepper was 
named a committee of one to in- 
vestigate the school cafeteria and 
recommend methods of relieving 
overcrowding. 

In other actions, board mem- 
bers approved an audit: of - book 
store funds, engaged a radio pro- 
duction instructor, and accepted a 
proposed scale of rental fzes for 
the auditorim and gymnasium,

Find Four 1.B. 
Cases in Upland 


A report on the results of tuber- 
culosis examinations made in Up- 
land Nov. 6 have been returned 
to the city health department, 
and the 21 persons fourd to be 
tubercula: }.eve been notified. 

If those who w2re examined 
have not «ece' ved notices from the 
health departent, they may be 
assured that they are free from 
tuberculosis, Mrs. J{2!2n Gilkey, 
public health nurse, explained. 

Only four of the 2! were found 
to have active cases <f tuberculo- 
sis, and the rémaindes showed 
signs of having hac the disease, 
but of having recovered. 

The percentage of ‘tuberculosis 
in this area is comparatively low, 
Mr. Gilkey said in announcing the 
results of the ?«alninations. 
Among the 21 examined, one was 
also found to have curvature of 
the spine, one with malformation 
of the ribs, and one with a heart 
condition. 

Two of these with a tubercular 
condition were fovod handleis 
while a third was: a teacher, Mrs. 
Gilkey reported. With one 
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‘ception, all were over 26 years of 
{ age. 


The films were read by physi- 
cians specializing in tuberculosis 
and radiology in the San Bernar- 
dino area, and then were sent to 
San Francisco where a board of 
tuberculosis experts re-read the 
films. 

A total of 574 persons were 
x-rayed while the mobile unit of 
the county tuberculosis associa- 
tion was in. Upland Noy. 6. Since 
many persons missed being 
x-rayed while the unit was in Up- 
land, arrangements are being made

SEATTLE SEWER TOLD HER PARENTS 


SEATTLE ()—Little Sher- 
ron Rothrock’s words, ‘Mother, 
I’m afraid of the water,” seem- 
ed to her parents like a remem- 
bered prophecy today. 

Late yesterday, the five-year- 
old girl’s body, still clad in her 
new green coat and new over- 
shoes, was found on a beach 
near Fort Lawton.

Proposal Slated 
For Senate 
Debate Monday 


| WASHINGTON (/P)—Legisla- 
{tion to supply France, Italy and 
| Austria with $597,000,000 in emer- 
gency aid was approved 13-0 to- 
| day by the Senate foreigin relations 
| committee. 

Chairman Vandenberg (R-Mich) 
in announcing the vote, said the 
| bill will go to the Senate Monday 
and will be given “continuous con- 
sideration” until a vote is reached. 
If final action comes _ before 
Thanksgiving day, he said, the 
Senate will take a full week's hol- 
| iday. 

The legislation was submitted by 
the State department but the com- 


|mittee tacked on several amend- 
ments, including one that says the 
measure implies no obligation to 
| provide assistance or to guarantee 
| availability of any certain com- 
;modity to be supplied as aid. 


Vandenberg said this provision 
is an “answer to criticism that our 
own economy is in short supply” 
with respect to many of the com- 
| modities to be furnished the three 
nations. 

No Appropriation 

As provided, the bill merely au- 
thorizes the expenditure of up to 
$597,000,000 but does not actually 
|appropriate any moscy. A sep- 
arate bill for that purpose must 
first be acted upon by the House

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Tough’ U.S. Policy Toward Russia 
:WSeen in Secretary Marshall's Talk 


last night was his toughest yet 
as a cabinet officer, Marshall 
nevertheless pledged that his sole 
aim at next week’s big four for- 
eign ministers’ conference in Lon- 
don will be to find a sound basis 
for a European peace settlement, 

The secretary omitted any mens 
tion of the idea of making peace 
with Germany without Russia. 
Rather he said the United States 
will work for the creation of ‘‘a 
provisional central authority in 
a federated German state” as a 
step toward the final framing of 
a formal treaty. 

For himself, he said, “No mats 
ter what the provocation,” his 
only purpose at London will be to 
end the present “tragic stalemate 
and to speed the advent of a new 
era of peace and hope for Europe 
and the world.” 

However, Marshall said _ the 
American people have been goaded 
into “active resentment” by the 
campaign of “vilification and dis- 
tortion of American motives in 
foreign affairs’: waged by both 
Soviet officials and Communist 
groups. 

“These opponents of recovery 
charge the United States with im- 
perialist design, aggressive pur- 
poses, and finally with a desire to 
provoke a third world war,” the 
soldier-diplomat declared, adding: 

“I wish to state emphatically 
that there is no truth whatsoever 
in these charges, and I add that 
those who make them are fully 
aware of this fact.” 

Marshall thus appeared to .be 
touching off the intensified Amer- 
ican “truth campaign” which high 
government officials said earlier 
this month was in the making.

Test Drop of World's Heaviest 
Bomb To Be Conducted at Muroc 


WASHINGTON (#) — The air 
force will begin test drops of the 
world’s heaviest bomb—a 42,000- 
pounder—in about two weeks at 
Muroc air base, it was learned 
today. ; 

Twelve of the huge missiles 
have been delivered by the army 
ordnance department for the ex- 


periments. 

The modified B-29 superfortress 
which will carry the record bomb 
load aloft is at Elgin Field, Fla. 
Its crew has completed a course 
of special training. 

The mammoth bomb will be 
suspended from newly-devised 
shackles half in and half out of 
the lengthened bomb bay and will 
clear the ground by bdre inches 
when the airplane makes its take- 
off run. 

The bombs dropped at Muroc 
probably will be “duds,” weight- 
ed to compensate for the lack of 
explosive charges. 

The fact that several are being 
used suggests that releases will be 
from varying heights to observe 
the characteristics of fall and the 
depths of penetration into the 
earth.
